An analysis of fertility of marriage in 
Stockholm during the first ten years of mar- 
riage for marriages contracted 1917-1920 was 
developed from (1) census records of 1920 and 
1930, t2) birth and death registration, (3) 
family registers, and (4) hospital records.

These studies show that, in general, the 
pre-depression local movement of population 
was from areas of relatively low economic 
plane of living to areas with higher econo- 
mic. plane. Furthermore, although some coun- 
ties with very low relief load in 1933-34 had 
been areas of emigration during the preceding 
decade, the counties with the heaviest relief 
loads had in large part been characterized by 
extensive emigration. Thus by both "normal" 
and "depression" criteria, the urban-ward mi- 
gration of the pre-depression decades tended 
to be positively correlated with economic op- 
portunity and relative economic security, 
whereas in these respects the depression mi- 
gration seems "bad". This analysis carries 
the moral that any attempt to effect a whole- 
sale reversal of the dominant rural urban 
migration trend of past decades is likely to 
be ineffective, and would be unfortunate if 
successful. 

Industrial change in the period 1899-1929 
was characterized in most parts of the country 
by a slight though fairly well defined trend 
toward "diffusion" (the movement of wage jobs 
to industrial peripheries, and areas of second- 
ary industrial concentration). This trend was 
somewhat accentuated during the depression, 
especially in the case of the scattered indus- 
trial counties without large cities, and was 
accompanied in the years 1931-35 by some "dis- 
persion" to other areas. The evidence regard- 
ing changes in industrial location is contra- 
dictory at many points, and the attempt to fit 
the data to any rational scheme encounters un- 
expected difficulties - except that the trend 
toward dispersion in certain industries with 
high wage costs relative to costs for raw ma- 
terials (notably textiles, boots and shoes, 
clothing, forest products, and iron and steel 
products, excluding machinery) is given ration- 
ality as a wage-cutting device, and the move-

NOTES 


The present number completes Population Literature, Volume I. Arrangements have 
been made for initiating a second volume, although we do not yet know whether this 
service can be placed on a permanent basis. Several changes in procedure have been in- 
troduced in this number. Is the present arrangement most serviceable? What changes 
would enhance the usefulness of the bibliography? The Editors would appreciate sugges- 
tions on these points before the form is more definitely fixed. 





Meetings of the Third General Assembly of the International Union for the Scienti- 
fic Investigation of Population Problemswere held in Berlin, August 26th and 30th, in 
connection with the International Congress for Population Science, arranged by the Ger- 
man National Committee of the Union. Due to a late change in dates, Professor Frank H. 
Hankins, the official representative of the National Committee of the United States, was 
unable to be present at the first, but participated in the sécond of these sessions. 
Professor Hankins urged that arrangements be established to obviate any tendency toward 
allowing the meetings of the Union to become vehicles for nationalistic or other propa- 
ganda. This recommendation was endorsed by Sir Charles Close, President of the Union, 
in his closing remarks. National committees from the following countries are now repre- 
sented in the Union: Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, Germany, Great Britain, 
Holland, Poland, Spain, Sweden, and the United States. An invitation to hold the next 
meeting of the Union in Paris at the time of the Universal Exposition, in 1937, was 
given by M. Landry. Sir Charles Close was reelected President, and Captain C.H.L.F. 
Pitt-Rivers, General Secretary. 


The officers of the Population Association of America, on request of the Director 
of the Census, invited a number of interested persons to meet with the Special Advisory 
Committee on Vital Statistics, Washington, September 21, 1935, to discuss problems re- 
lating to the preparation of population estimates for intercensal years. The advantages 
and handicaps attending the use of different types of data and methods for short time 
population estimates for states and cities in the United States were discussed. A se- 
ries of recommendations were adopted and referred to the Director of the Census. 

A rotaprinted summary of the discussion and recommendations is now available. The 
report will be sent by the Secretary of the Population Association, on request.

American geneological material is used to investigate the re- 
lation between years lived after age 45, and number of offspring 
borne, for wives classified by date of birth and by age at mar- 
riage. A-low positive correlation is found between years lived 
and number of offspring for all wives born before 1750, and for 
all wives married under 20 years of age, with doubtful or low 
negative correlation between these factors for women of more 
recent birth married at 30 years or over.
